At the end 
of this resentful and unrepublioan disquali- 
fication of men, the countenauces of Conk- 
ling, Morton, Cameron, and their lacquey 
brethren are seen to scowl upon the mercy 
they were compelled by political necessity to 
do. Weoan think of the scene 
sage of the act hereafter with gratification ;
